FACES PRISON TERM 


ON BOOTLEG CHARGE 


Jumped Bond After Taking Ap- 


peal, Which Was later Af- 
firmed—Sheriff to Take Trip 


Word was received here today 


that Bex Long of Arlington, who 
-jumped" his appeal bond after 
he had been convicted and sent- 
enced on a'liquor charge, was ar- 
rested by a detective in New York 
City Tuesday. 


Deputy Sheriff Russell Coons 


and John 
Overleese, one of 


Long's bondsmen, left here No- 
vemoer 24 in an automobile in 
an attempt to trace Long who 
was known to be somewhere in 
the east. The two men went to 
Washington, Penn.,»Washington, 
D. C., Philadelphia, Trenton, N. 
J., New York City and Baltimore 
on their trip. They finally ob- 
itained Long's correct address 
and wired a New York city de- 
tective to arrest him in that city. 
This was done and Coons and 
Overleese went to New York to- 
day.sheriff L. M. Coons here was 
sent word tht Long had been 
arrested and as soon as he learns 
what county he is in he will take 
out requisition papers for Long's 
return here. As soon as the ne- 
cessary papers have been taken 
out, the sheriff will leave by train 
for New York and he and the 
deputy sheriff will bring 
prisoner back to Indiana.

Long was arrested at Arling- 


ton by Sheriff Coons in 1926, who 
founa nve gallons of alcohol in 
Long's car. The Arlington man 
was tried and convicted and wae 
sentenced to serve 1-2 years in 
the state prison on a charge ol 
transporting liquor in an auto- 
mobile. He appealed the case and 
*jTohn Overleese and Jake Reeve 
went on his appeal bond for $2,- 
000. Pending his appeal, Long 
was caught with a big liquor ring 
on Arlington avenue, Indianapo- 
lis, and was sentenced to serve a 
year at Ft. Leavenworth prison, 
Kansas, which he did. He disap- 
peared after his release from tue 
Sederal prison and after it was 
definitely decided that he had 
•jumped" his bond, Overleese 
and Reeve took steps to bring 
iim to justice.

SAFE AND SANE CHRISTMAS. 


Christmas and its joys should not be allowed 


to blind men to the ordinary safety for the pror 
tection of the home and the lives of the family. 
And yet at holiday time parents who try to keep 
their children free from even the possibility of 
danger will install in the hearts of their homes, 
where it is sure to be the center of attraction for 
the little ones, the most inflammable thing that 
ever enters it — the ordinary evergreen Christ- 
mas tree. 


While it grows more dry and dangerous in 


the warm rooms they drape it with cotton for 
snow,-tissue paper loops and tinsel for decora- 
tions,' stick candles all over it, hang up toys that 
every child will grab for, and then trust to luck 
and providence for safety from a hazard that 
may prove as dangerous and as deadly as a rat- 
tlesnake or an open keg of gunpowder. Just to 
>play fair and take his share of the chances pater 
familias often surrounds himself with pillows, 
puts on cotton hair and whiskers and makes 
himself more a menace than a help in case a 
fire should start. 


And fires do start, thousands of them every 


holiday season. Firemen in our cities look for- 
ward to a run of Christmas tree fires just as they 
did to Fourth of July fires before the Sane Fourth 
movement put an end to them in many places. 


Why not a Sane Christmas as well as a Sane 


Fourth? Why should the children's festival be 
made the means of destroying hundreds of lives 
and thousands of homes? 
Use little electric 


lights instead of candles, asbestos instead of cot- 
ton, non-combustible decorations instead of in- 


flammables, and then watch the tree with ut- 
most care, especially when the children are 
around it. Its better to be safe than sorry, esr- 
peciaUy with the little ones at Christinas time. 


LUXURIES AND EDUCATION. 


The observance of Education Week was re- 


cently carried on throughout this country, and 
attention was focused on education. It' is not 
difficult to learn something new on the subject, 
and for an example, people who boast of the 
public school system, it is surprising to find that 
more than seven times as much ia spent for lux- 
uries as is invested in education. 


Fifteen billion a year are sunk in luxuries 


and non-essentials and a meagre two billion ex- 
pended oh education through tax-supported 
schools. 


The nation also spends six. billions on build- 


ings annually, four billions on passenger auto- 
mobiles and saves something like ten billions. 


It's not uncommon to hear the complaint 


that far too much of the people's money is going 
into expensive school buildings and equipment, 
that just as much good could be accomplished in 
the education of pur young people with the ex- 
penditure of much less money. 


These figures should put to shame such a 


critic. The idea that a nation of people that 
realizes its responsibility to the next generation 
and then fails to meet it by frittering away more 
for the'satisfaction of personal whims than is 
spent for education, should cause one to hesitate 
to oppose any- movement for the betterment of 
the schools, no matter what the cost.
